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They gladly would their cuill courſe maintaine, 
And therefore over-flip no mcancs of gaine. 
' Some hauebin forc't co (through this indiſcretion) 
Secret and open Robberiesz Oppreſſionz; 
| And divers tricks : which, ſhow the Spending vice 
Mav haue a reference to Azarice. 
| Othersthereare { but few ) who having lore, 
| NegleR their wealth,and rather would be poore g 
And why ?It flops the way to heanen they lay: 
Sure beeing miſimployedsſo it may : 
And therefore, rather then they ſhould abufeie, 
'Twere good they had it that know how to vic it, 
| Forluch are lightly weake in reſolution, 
And men but of a imple confiicution ; 
Or clſe by ſome ſeduciog Villaine taught, 
That cheir goods rather then their good have ſought, 
Now I ſuppoſe the man that well obtaines 
His wealth,and inan hone calling gaines, 
More wifedome ſhewes in viing it aright, 
Than ſuch a C3n«ke that contemnes it quite. 
Men will be in extreames;but lure the lefle 
13 conegle wealth : for much greedineſle 
Makes noe the body onely leane and foule, 
But alſo (preags infeRion to his fovie, [4 
And clogs her fo with things of no account, | 
That ſhe is over-poyz'd too much to mount: 
ut thoſe men that to goe altray are loth, 
Muſt vſc cndeauours to auoid them both. 
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Eerenext tobe arraign'd a Monſter (tands, 
Worſe then the Giane with the hundred hands. 
Stay you that ſeeke or loue the peace of man, 
And Ile deſcribe his nature if 1 cao. . 
This is the ſame which we doc call « 42:bit;on, 
The principalleſt irrer of ſedition. 
"Tis a proud humour, which doth cucr ſearch 
The Fowe-high-minded,and attempts, ro pearch 
In men of ſpirit. It doth farrelurmount 
The force of Lougzand makes butſmall account 
Of nature or Religion. Tis not law, 
Nor Conſcience,that can keepe this fiend in awe. 
Ie is ſuppoſed that it hath no bound ; 
For neuer was there limit in it found. 
And ſuch arethoſe in whom it ouer-ſwayes, 
No ftrength of reaſon their alpiring ſtayes, 
Till like the fre, whoſe fuell quite is (pen, 
They flaſh and die for want of nouriſhmene. . 
T here's no eſtate contents them ; peace and ftrifc 
Are both alike to them : yea, death, and life. TE 
Tiues, 
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Wiucs,children,friends 3 noznone but ſuch as may 
Bevntotheir Ambitions plors a ltay 
Shall be reſpeRed ; and ſo they may reape 
What they delire,they will not ſticke to heape 
Murther on murthers, Yea,and think'tno finne, , 
Be i, of ftrangers,or their neereſt kinne : 
| They have luch flinty breaſts they can out-beard 
\ Dangeritſelfe.and be no wht afcard. 

Yet, (mavgre all eheir daring )iuft (onfo/ion 
Offuch proud ſpirits prones the ſad Concluſion. 
| And he that firſt was ruin'd by this ecuill, 
' We$he that firft was guilty of 't,the Dixell + 
| Whodtd aſpire ſo high,that higher Powers 
Wrought his juft fall; and now heſecketh ours. 
Eun he firſt ſhed this ill into our breaſts, 
Thereby to hinder and diſturbe our reſts, 

This molt wnreaſonable, ſtrong defire, 
And teo exceſſine longing to aſpire 
To honour and promotion ( which indeed 
Doth from a ſottiſh ignorance proceed) 
Is both a wild and a dfordred Paſſion, 
And a great enemy to Contenration. 
For whatſoever (tate man hath attain'd, 
Tis c'en as if that he had nothing gain'd ; 
Sith he thereby hath fill @ farther ſcope, 
Andneuer reachesto the end of 's hope- 
That which he doth polſeſſe he nought reſpeReth, 
But altogether things vnknowne affefeth, 
And counts them beſt ; which whatſoc'cr they ſcern'd, 
Rrecing once gotten too,arc not eſtcem'd. 

f Now 
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Now,what's the reaſon that they doe abhor 
The things poſſeſt that they haue labour'd for ? 
What may the cauſe be that they doe contermne 
( Or cannot vſ= things) having gained chem? 

Sure hence it is; They doc net truely know 
What the things are that they doe longfor fo, 
And they obrainethem oft,cre they kaue might 
Or knowledge how to gouerne them aright, 

Had many of our reaching Yeomanry, 

That haue growne wealthy through goed Husbandry, 
(And iome of our proud Gentry that hauc ſought

But knowne before-hand what diſeracefull ſhame
